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OUR IGNORANCE ABOUT FOOD 
Americans sp end twenty billion dollars a y ear 
on the food they eat and y et we know p ractical­ 
ly nothing about it. 
Men and women g et g ray haired without once 
thinking about the p rop er diet for the human 
body . Our children, most of the time, g o throug h 
school without being taug ht the rudimentary 
p rincip les of nutrition. 
Come to think about it, comp arativ ely little 
is known about the chemical p roducts of foods 
or the p rocesses of dig estion. Occasionally one 
hears an ex p ert declare th at p rop er food will 
p rolong life indefinitely but until some ache or 
p ain arises we take food for g ranted and eat like 
we p lease. 
Prof. L. B. Mendel, of Yale, a foremost au­ 
thority on nutrition, asks the scientist to delve 
into the intricacies of food and its relation to 
hum an bodies. He decries the lack of knowledg e. 
The usual tex tbook comp osition of cow’s milk, 
g ives: water, 87 p er cent; p roteins 4.0 p er cent; 
fats, 3.8 p er cent; lactose, 4.5 p er cent and ash 
constituents, 0.7 p er cent. This looks authentic, 
but here is what Prof. Mendel say s: 
“Actually most of the fig ures are fictitious in 
the sense th at they rep resent crude ap p rox ima­ 
tions and inv olv e considerable latitude of as­ 
sump tion.” 
And Waldemar Kaemp ffert, scientific writer, 
p oints out th at there are as many p roteins as 
there are ty p es of men in the world, and p ro­ 
teins are about the hardest comp ounds found in 
milk or m eat to analy ze. So with the “fats” of 
milk, which “really rep resent the p ercentag e 
weig ht of the milk comp onents th at are soluble 
in certain org anic solv ents, notably ether.” Ev i­ 
dently we oug ht to talk about ether ex tracts in­ 
stead of “fats.” With our limitations thus g lar- 


ing at us we should really beg in to study fats 
and find out what p art they p lay in nutrition. 
A similar ap p alling ig norance say s Mr. Kaemp ­ 
ffert accomp anies our somewhat amusing anal­ 
y ses of so common a breakfast food as oatmeal. 
We simp ly don’t know ex actly what we are eat­ 
ing in the chemical sense, when we munch a 
tablesp oonful of oatmeal with cream. 
“Ash 2 p er cent,” reads some analy sis of the 
food. It turns out that in the ash is iodine. To 
be sure it’s only a trace. But, as Professor Men­ 
del p ointed out, “only a few millig rams — a frac­ 
tion of a g rain — is all th at is necessary to sp ell 
the difference between well-being and ill health 
in m an.” 
And this indisp ensable trace we lump with a 
dozen other elements in the all-embracing , non­ 
committal item “ash.” Add to this the obvious 
need of including v itamins in any decent state­ 
m ent of a food’s comp osition, and the state of 
our knowledg e of nutrition must be reg arded as 
scarcely rudimentary .”

Washington, Jan. 12 (/P)— The 
nation’s income ju mped u pward 
some $62.110,181 du ring the 19 33 
fiscal y ear—and w hat’s more it 
cost the government less to col­ 
lect it. 
Gu y T. Helvering, commission­ 
er of internal revenu e, also dis­ 
closed today in his annu al re- 
pjort to Secretary Morgenthau 
that althou gh 3.2 beer and wine 
were legal only for a small part 
of the 19 33 fiscal y ear, the form­ 
er brou ght in $35,149 ,49 2 and the 
latter $80,9 48. 
With income tax es carry ing 
the bu lk of the load, Helvering 
estimated total revenu e for the 
19 33 fiscal y ear at $1,619 ,839 ,224 
as compared with $1,557,729 ,042 
the y ear before. 
Fu rther it cost the government 
$1.85 to collect each $100 of rev­ 
enu e du ring the y ear. T hat was 
32 cents less per $100 than it cost 
the previou s y ear. All in all it 
cost $30,031,722 to collect the 
revenu es of the government for 
the y ear as compared with $33,- 
870,9 03 the previou s y ear. 
Individu al and corporation in­ 
come tax es brou ght in a total of 
$746,79 1,404, Helvering reported, 
a decrease of $30*9 ,9 65,29 3 or 29 
per cent. However, there was a 
sharp increase in miscellaneou s 
internal revenu e, which inclu des 
tobacco manu factu rers, liq u ors, 
admissions, commu nications and 
check s. These totaled $435,412,325 
an increase of $381,042,254. 
Tobacco tax es alone du ring 
the y ear, he pointed ou t, brou ght 
in $402,739 ,059 , of which cigar­ 
ettes 
contribu ted 
more 
than 
three q u arters. 
New York ’s 10.22 per cent of 
the popu lation paid $376,346,672 
or 23.23 per cent of the cou ntry ’s 
internal revenu e 
tax es du ring 
the fiscal y ear 19 33. 
North Carolina was nex t, her 
2.57 per cent of the popu lation 


pay ing 13.18 per cent of the col­ 
lections. 
Of New York ’s aggregate pay ­ 
ments, 
the 
largest 
portion— 
$240,001,79 2—was from individu al 
and corporation* income tax es. 
Bu t in North Carolina’s case, 
income tax es accou nted for only 
$12,760,720 of the total of $213,- 
487,759 . 
Hu ge 
tobacco 
plants 
paid most of the remainder. 
Pennsy lvania came third in 
the internal revenu e percentage 
list with $114,254,000 for 7.05 per 
cent. Illinois was fou rth 
with 
$106,114,000 or 6.55 per cent and 
Virginia, 
another 
big tobacco 
state, fifth with $103,79 8,000 or 
6.41 per cent. 
TJiree states—North 
Dak ota, 
New Mex ico and Wy oming—paid 
only 0.03 per cent of the nation’s 
internal revenu e total. 
They were the smallest con­ 
tribu tors. Sou th Dak ota and Ida­ 
ho rank ed nex t with 0.4 per cent 
and Arizona nex t with 0.05 per 
cent.
